55. A method of identifying a compound as an agonist of an EDG receptor with the 
amino acid sequence selected from the group consisting of (i) the amino acid sequence 
comprising SEQ ID NO: 17 and (ii) the amino acid sequence comprising SEQ ID NO: 
22, comprising the steps of: 

a. culturing cells which express an EDG receptor; 

b. contacting said cultured cells with a compound to be tested for an agonist activity at 
said receptor; and 

c. measuring a response indicative of the degree of an agonist activity, wherein the 
response measured in step (c) is selected from the group consisting of activation of 
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NFkB, activation of Serum Response Element (SRE), activation of AP-1, and increase 
in intracellular calcium levels. 

60. A method of identifying a compound as an antagonist of an EDG receptor with the 
amino acid sequence selected from the group consisting of (i) the amino acid sequence 
comprising SEQ ID NO: 17 and (ii) the amino acid sequence comprising SEQ ID NO: 
22, comprising the steps of: 

a. culturing cells which express an EDG receptor; 

b. contacting said cultured cells with a compound to be tested for an antagonist activity 
at said receptor; and 

c. measuring a response indicative of the degree of an antagonist activity, wherein the 
response measured in step (c) is selected from the group consisting of activation of 
NFkB, activation of Serum Response Element (SRE), activation of AP-1, and increase 
in intracellular calcium levels.
